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Gifts for the King Project 
Promotes Scholarship Fund 

Bryan’s $20,000 scholarship pro- 
gram is underwritten each year 
through the GIFTS FOR THE KING 
solicitation which is geared to coin- 
cide with the traditional giving of 
gifts at the Christmas season. What 
cause could be more worthy of the 
support of Christian people than the 
training of Christian young men and 
women not only for full-time Chris- 
tian service but also for full-time 
Christian living? 

Some seventy students have been 
given free grants in aid this year 
through the Bryan scholarship pro- 
gram, with an additional large num - 
ber of students qualifying for Eco- 
nomic Opportunity Grants through 
the government student aid program 
in which Bryan College is partici- 
pating. An additional benefit of par- 
ticipation in the government financial 
aid program has been the doubling of 
the wage in the student work pro- 
gram. The government’s program of 
financial aid is set up principally on 
a matching-fund basis, which re- 
quires that all college financial aid 
must be continued on the same level 
of participation as in previous years. 

Another form of college financial 
aid to students is known as “the cost 
of educational opportunity,” or the 
difference between the amount the 
student pays per year and the amount 
that it actually costs the college to 
provide the student with his educa- 
tional opportunity. This amount, 
based on our enrollment for 1966-67 
and the operating budget for this 
same period, is approximately $400 
for each student enrolled in Bryan 
College. 

The combination of our various 
financial aid programs totals more 
than $130,000 which Bryan College 
must raise in gift income this year. 
Therefore, the College is greatty de- 
pendent upon the financial support of

Rev. Philip R. Newell, of Moody Bible Institute in Chicago; Dr. S. Lewis

The Reverend Mr. Newell is a Bible 
teacher on the extension staff of 
Moody and regularly conducts Bible 
classes and seminars in the Midwest. 
He joined the Moody extension staff 
in 1956. Prior to this time he was 
associated with the Institute in sev- 
eral other capacities: as sales man- 
ager for Moody Press, director of the 
Moody correspondence school and 
dean of student affairs. He is a grad- 
uate of the University of Michigan 
and was general manager of a Detroit 
manufacturing firm for nineteen 
years. His father was Dr. William 
R. Newell, eminent Bible teacher and 
expositor. 

Dr. Johnson is professor of New 
Testament Literature and Exegesis 
at Dallas Theological Seminary. A 
native of Birmingham, Ala., he grad- 
uated from Charleston College in 
Charleston, S. C., and has done grad- 
uate work at Southern Methodist 
University and at the University of 
Edinburgh in Scotland and has stud- 
ied at the University of Basel in 
Switzerland. He was converted un- 
der the ministry of Donald Grey 


Barnhouse. He received his Master 
of Theology and Doctor of Theology 
degrees from Dallas Seminary in 
1946 and 1949 respectively. 

Dr. Bartlett, who will conduct the 
music during the conference, is no 
stranger to the Bryan campus, having 
served as dean of men and speech 
teacher for four years from 1956 to 
1960. He joined the Malone College 
faculty from the speech department 
of die Ohio State University in Col- 
umbus, hi which city he had a daily 
radio program and was a minister of 
music in a local church. At Malone 
he is chairman of the division of 
language and literature. Dr. Bartlett 
completed a master’s program hi dis- 
cussion and rhetoric at Ohio State and 
took his doctorate in rhetoric and 
public address. He also did graduate 
work in speech at the University of 
Chattanooga. 

Each winter for the past several 
years, Dr. Bartlett and his wife Ruth 
have been featured artists of the Gold 
Coast Concert Series in Boca Raton, 
Fla.

Trustee Emeritus Honored 

Mrs. J. S. Frazier, trustee emeritus 
of Bryan, was guest of honor of the 
College on Thanksgiving Day in cele- 
bration of her eightieth birthday. 
She served for eighteen years as a 
trustee, retiring in 1962 at her own 
request. Mrs. Frazier has stated that 
her association with Bryan through 
the years has influenced her own 
spiritual growth and development, 
particularly the Bible teaching she 
received under Dr. Charles LI. Cur- 
rens, who was professor of Bible from 
1931 until his death in 1939. 

A Bible teacher in her own right, 
Mrs. Frazier has taught the Volun- 
teer Sunday school class for women 
at the First Methodist Church for 
nearly forty years. Recently, by vote . 
of the members, this class was re- 
named the Ellen H. Frazier Bible 
Class. She was also honored with a 
special dinner by her class, when she 
was presented with a gift of money 
to be given to a Christian cause of her 
choice. Mrs. Frazier is known to a 
wide circle of the Bryan family and 
her clear teaching of the Scriptures 
has been a Christian testimony to the 
entire community. She is a frequent 
attender of college events and retains 
an active interest in the affairs of the 
college. 

A native of Rhea County, she is a 
descendant of the pioneer Lloyal 
family. Her grandfather, the late Dr. 
John Hoyal, physician and business- 
man, was one of the leading citizens 
of the county. He walked all the 
way to Philadelphia to attend Jeffer- 
son Medical College. During his ca- 
reer as a physician, a number of 
young men came to study medicine 
under him. Mrs. Frazier’s husband, 
James, was also a descendant of a 
pioneer family and a leader in county 
affairs, including three terms as sher- 


New Academic Facilities 
Planned for Main Building * 

The construction pi'oject of new 
science laboratories and new class- 
rooms for other departments, to be 
located on the Lop floor of the admin- 
istration building, is scheduled to get 
underway second semester. The ac- 
tivation of this project was voted by 
the trustees in their meeting of Oc- 
tober 3. The planning has been car- 
ried out during the past year under 
the direction of Dr. Orin B. Graff of 
the School Planning Laboratory of 
the University of Tennessee, and the 
project is now in the hands of the 
college architect, Selmon T. Franklin 
Associates of Ghattanooga, for de- 
tailed plans and specifications. 

The new construction is designed 
to include five science laboratories 
and at least ten classrooms of varying 
size. Two laboratories are provided 
for biology (general and advanced), 
two in chemistry (general and or- 
ganic), and one in physics. The new 
classrooms and also the laboratories 
will be equipped according to their 
use. 

The new academic area formerly 
used for a women’s dormitory also 
provides for expansion of the present 
library at the south end. The total 
area, more than 22,000 square feet, 
has been planned, with proper utili- 
zation, to accommodate classes in all 
departments except physical educa- 
tion and music for a minimum stu- 
dent body of 600-800. It is expected 
that at least one-half of the area is to 
be ready for use next fall. 

Whether the entire project or only 
half can be completed by next fall 
depends on financing. Those inter- 
ested in helping underwrite this im- 
portant improvement may earmark 
their gifts for tins purpose. One of 
the highlights of this improvement 
plan is the student body project to 
raise $10,000 to equip the general 
biology laboratory. Of this amount, 
the students have raised about $4,000 
to date.
